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PIG  CROP  REPORT  -  JUNE  1952 

The  1952  spring  pig  crop  totaled  £6 r 607, OOO  head,  a  decrease  of  9  percent  from  , 
last  spring,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  repeated  today.    The  number  of  sows 
farrowing  this  spring  was  11  percent  below  last  spring.    The  number  of  pigs  saved 
per  litter  is  the  highest  on  record.     It  is  3  percent  higher  than  last  spring  which  • 
was  . the  previous  record  high.    For  the  coining  fall  crop,  reports  on  breeding  in- 
tentions indicate  a  total  of  5,566,000  sows  to  farrow,  9  percent  below  the  number 
farrowing  last  fall.    The  combined  1952  spring  and  fall  pig  crop  is  now  expected  to 
be  about  93  million  head.    This  would  be  9  percent  below  1951,  but  1  percent  above 
the  1941-50  average. 

The  number  of  hogs  six  months  old  and  over  on  farms  and  ranches  June  1  was  5 
percent  below  last  year  and  12  percent  below  the  10-year  average.

This  report  is  based  upon  a  survey  of  about  117,000  farms  and  ranches.  Returns 
were  obtained  largely  in  cooperation  with  the  Post  Office  Department  through  the 
rural  .mail  carriers.  * 

Spring  Pig  Crop;    The  number  of  pigs  saved  in  the  spring  season  of  1952 
(December  1,  1951  to  June  1,  1952)  is  estimated  at  56,607,000  head.    This  is 
5,400,000  head  or  9  percent  smaller  than  the  spring  crop  last  year  and  is  the 
smallest  since  1948.     However,,  it  is  1  percent  larger  than  the  10-year  average. 

Compared  with  1951,  the  spring  pig  crop  'is  down  in  all  regions  except  the 
North  Atlantic  and  South  Atlantic.     The  east  North  Central  region  is  down  4  percent; 
South  Central,  down  3;  West  North  Central,  down, 14;  West  down  15  percent.  The 
South  Atlantic  is  up  8  percent  and  the  Lorth  Atlantic  is  up  6  percent. 

The  number  of  sows  farrowing  in  the  spring  of  1952  it;  estimated  at  8,53C,000 
head,  or  11  percent  smaller  than  last  year  and  5  percent  smaller  than  the  10-year 
average.    The  1952  'spring  farrowings  are  3  percent,  or  '264,000  sows  less  than  in- 
dicated by  farmers'  reports  on  intentions  last  December.    Oply  two  regions,  the 
South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  shov;  more  spring  sows  f arrowing  than  intended  last 
December.     The  percentages  that  the  1952  spring  farrowin,  s  are  of  last  year,  as 
shown  in  the  December  report,  and  as  now' .estimated  are' as  follows:  North  Atlantic, 
December  106  percent,  and  June  102  percent;  East  l^orth  Central,  96  and  94;  West 
North  Central,  89  and  84;  South  Atlantic,  103  and  106;  South  Central,  88  and  89; 
West,  92  and  87  percent. 

The'  number  of  pigs  saved  per  litter  at  6.64  is'  the  highest  on  record  for  the 
spring  pig  crop.     This  is  3  percent  more  than  the  6.47  pigs  saved  per  litter  for 

1951  which  was  the  previous  high.    Weather  conditions  over  most  of  the  important 
hog  producing  States  were  very  favorable  during. 'the  spring,  farrowing  season.  .  The  . 

1952  average  litter  sizes  are  as  follows;'  North  Atlantic,  6.83,  up  .20  from  last 
year;  East  North  Central,  6.73,  up  .16;  West  North  Central,  6.68,  up  .20;  South 
Atlantic,  6.38,  up  .12;  South  Central,  6.47,  up  .20;  and  West,  6.23,  down  .15. 

Hog  producers  made  a  further  shift  toward  earlier  farrowings  in  1952,  con- 
tinuing a-,  trend  begun  in  1949.    The  monthly  distribution  of  fnrrowin>. :s  in  the  1952 
spring  season  shows  an  .increase  in  the  percentage  of  litters  from  December  through 
February  and  decreases  in  March  and  April.    An  increase  was  also  Bhown  in  the 
percentage  of  sows  farrowing  in  hay.    The  percentage  of < sows  farrowing-  aaoh  month 
during  the  19!;2  spring  season  compared  with  the  same  month  last  year  is  as  follows: 
December  1951,  3,1  percent,  compared  with  3,0  percent  in  December  1950;  January1- 
1952,  5.7,'  compare'd  with  5.1;  February,  14.2  and  12.9;  fcarch,  28.2  and  28.7;  April, 
30,4  and  32.4;  ana  Nay,  18.4  and  17.9.  ,

Fall  1952  Intentions:    Reports  "oh  breeding  intentions  indicate  that  5,566,000 
sows  v/ill  farrow  in  the  fall  of. 1952.    This  is  523,000  sows  or  9  percent  less  than 
the  number  farrowing  last, fall..-  If  these  intentions  ane  realized, -the  number  of 
sows  farr&wing  during  the  fall  season  (June  1  to  December  1) 'would 'be  th<  smallest 
since  1948.    Compared  with  last  year  all  regions  show  decreases  in  the  number  of.  . 
•sows  Intended  for  fall  farrow.    The  indicated  decrease  is  the  greatest  in  the 
'Western  States,  being  17  percent;  followed  by  the  South  Central,  15;  West  North 
Central,  IP;  EaB*  North  Central,  6;  and  Worth  .Atlantic  and  South  Atlantic,  each 
2  percent. 

These- estimated  changes  from  last  year  are  based  on  breeding  intentions  re- 
ported by  farmers  about  June  1. 

If  the  intentions  for  fall  farrowings  materialize  and  the  number  of  pigs  saVed 
per  litter  equals  the  10-year  average  with  an  allowance  for  upward  trend,  the  1952 
fall  pig  csop  would  be  about  36.5  million  head.    This  would  be  9  percent  smaller 
than  the  1951  fall  crop. 

it  combined  pig  crop  for  1952,  at  93.1  million  head  would  be  9  percent  smaller - 
than  last  year.    '  1 

Hofcs  over  6  jionths  old  on  Farms  June  1:    The  number  of  hogs  6  months  old  and 
over  on  June  1,  including  brood  sows,  was  23,068,000  head,  1,217,0C0  head  or  5 
percent  less  than'  on  June  1  last  year.     Compared  with  a  year  earlier,  the  North 
Atlantic,  South  A-tlantic  and  West  showed  increases  in  the  number  of  hogs  6  months 
old  and  over,  while  the  ^ast  North  Central,  West  north  Central  and  South  Central 
s'howed  decreases..    The  ,1951  fall  nig  crop  was  2  percent  larger  than  the  previous 
year,  .but  relatively  la-rge  marketings  have  reduced  hog  inventories  at  a  more  rapid 
rate  t-han  a-  year  'earlier.     To'tal  commercial  slaughter  of  hogs  for  Karch  and  April* 
was  10  perebnt  larger  than  for  the  same  months  last  year.     In  hay,  however, 
slaughter  under  Federal  inspection  was  below  hay  a  year  earlier  when  slaughter  was 
quite  heavy.-
